When growers get $2.00 net average 
per box for Valencias, it is a fair and 
profitable 
price, although not 
a top- 
notch one. Covina growers have been 
realizing just about an average of $2 
this. 
year. 
Fancy 
Valencias • have 
brought as high as $2.30 net to the 
grower. 
The troublo with the Valen­ 
cias this year 
is that 
there 
is 
not 
enough of them. 


In common with the whole of South­ 
ern California, 
the Valencia crop in 
Covina is light—a smaller crop than 
has been on the trees for years. 
The 
fruit sizes well, and is of splendid qual­ 
ity. 
But 
where in ordinary 
seasons 
Covina would have 350 to 400 cars to 
ship at thi? time of year, the remain­ 
ing number of cars this year is from 
160 to 170. This does not include the 
Charter Oak 
and' Irwindale 
districts. 


All the packing houses in this dis­ 
trict are closed at present, owing to 
the anticipated slump in the 
market 
after the holidays., The eastern cities 
are now flooded with peaches, pears, 
apples, small fruits and other deoiduoub 


vj 
fruits, with the result that a very few 
car's of oranges can take care of the 
demand 
in the entire* United 
States. 
Only 23 cars left California last week. 


The big acreage of young trees, es­ 
pecially Valencia trees, is beginning to 
make itself felt in the Covina district. 
During the past five years large plant­ 
ings of Valencia's have gone out in the 
Valencia Heights and Baldwin Heights 
districts, south of Covina, and also in 
large tracts east of Covina. 
Some • of 
these 
yioung trees 
are beginning 
to 
bear, and 'these Valencias are the most 
exc'eUeti£\that are going into'tre mar- 


oubledV-^Tn' normal yo^'raj? 
when times aro good, the-country eas­ 
ily absorbs all of this summer 
fruit 
that is raised, and there is no fear of 
the Valencia being over-produced. 


Local packers who have made a can­ 
vass of tho Washington navel crop, say 
that it looks like a very light one for 
the coming winter. 
This applies 
all 
over tho citrus belt from Riverside to 
Pasadena. While the blossoms made a 
fair setting in the early spring, the 
cold temperatures in the latter part of 
May and April injured the bloom, ac­ 
cording to local investigators. 


There will be very little shipping of 
Valencias 
from 
Covina 
during 
July, 
and will be confined to the fruit 
of 
those growers who feel t-hey must ship. 
And, as August is a notoriously poor 
month in any year for Valencias, tho 
chances are good that tho Covina fruit 
will not be moved rapidly until Sep­ 
tember,

G, O. Shouse, who has ovor a thou­ 
sand tons of hny harvested from 
his 
ran<5h in the hills between Covina and 
Puehte, predicts that while hay is very 
low in price at present, tho prices in 
the coining winter will be as good as 
ever in the history of the business. He 
bases his belief on tho general move­ 
ment K i n g organized to ship hay to 
the European armies, and also on the 
fact that immense acreages in the state 
that have for years produced a hay 
crop, are this jfcnr producing grain. 


In spite of the enormous increase in 
grain acreage, coupled with a heavy 
crop in .United 
States 
and 
Canada, 
grain made a.dollar jump this week, 
because of the great tonnage that is 
being shipped to Europe. 


In the immediate vicinity of Covina, 
several thousand acres generally grow­ 
ing hay is this year produoing a grain 
harvest. Senator Currier in Spadra has 
1500 acres of grain, and several 
big 
ranchers in Spadra, Rowland and Pir- 
ente have reaped grain instead of hay. 
W. R. Rowland is one who has nearly 
2000 acres in wheat and barley ^ 


The reason for the low hay prices at 
present 
is, according to Mr. Shouse, 
the fa"* that thousands of mules and 
horsea'ave being pastured all summer 
in the^ hills, instead of being worked 
by tfie big contractors. All of tho big 
contracting firms in Los Angeles have 
pastured the most of their stock, as 
there is almost no development 
work 
on railroad extensions in progress. Au­ 
tomobile trucks have, of courso, 
cut 
do.wh materially ,the ( demand for' hay. 


Through tho Covina valley this week 
the Snowdon Brothers of Los Angeles 
have been buying horses for thej Euro­ 
pean war. They negotiated with Jack 
FitzGerald of'tho Kleinm'eyerf ranch for 


traotoTsi • > Several • independent 
horao- 
buyers'have 
also/been 
here, 
on 
the 
strength of tho European demand. 
The 
horse*'most in demand are those heavy 
enough for cavalry work, but which are 
quick and active. It is understood that 
it is the French government that 
is 
buying. 


The reaching out of horserbuyerB into 
those districts indicates that tho great 
supply in the Middle West and in Tex­ 
as is bocoming exhausted, in tho opin­ 
ion of FitzGerald. 
United State* and 
Russia are "the' greatest 
horse-raising 
countries in tho world, he says. He be­ 
lieves 
that 
anything in tho line of 
horses and mules will be high this com­ 
ing winter.

Southern Pacific 
Wins Grand Prize 


The Jury of Awards at the Panama- 
Tpaciflc International 
Exposition 
hast 
awarded the Southern Pacific Company 
the grand prize for its display of equip­ 
ment in the Transportation building, 
thereby placing the official stamp of 
approval on what has been recognised 
.as one of the most instructive exhibits 
of the change in and development of 
track, car and locomotive in the last, 
l a l f century. 


On one of the tracts stands " C . P. 
ZNo. 1", the. old C. P. Huntington— 
the first locomotive of the Central Pa­ 
cific, itself the first transcontinental 
Tailroad. 
It was built in 1863, when 
locomotives were so few that they were 
called by name, and shipped around the 
Horn. 
Its 
total 
weight 
is 39,000 
pounds. 


In contrast with it is Southern Pa­ 
cific Mallet 
locomotive 
4043 on an 
adjacent track. 
It was built in 191&, 
one of the largest in the world. 
Fitted 
with electric 
incandescent 
nitrogen 
headlight, by which an engineer can 
see a man on the track a quarter of a 
mile away, or about twice the distance 
needed to stop a train at forty miles 
an hour and with cab in front, it re­ 
flects the advancement of half a cen­ 
tury. 
Its 
total 
weight 
is 
025,000 
pounds. 


Locomotive 1457 an "eight wheeler" 
is cut away in sections so that, the 
electrically operated valves and piston 
can be seen as in actual 
operation. 
Steel coach 1800, built by the company 
in 1905, is the first of its kind in the 
world.

REPORT ON FUNGUS TREATMENT 
FOB BLACK*SCALE. 1 


DOES THE UNITED STATES 


.WANT LOWER CALIFORNIA? 


The proposition 
that 
the 
United 
States should acquire Lower California 
from Mexico by purchase has received 
the indorsement of Jacob H. Schiff. It 
is pointed out that the territory is of 
small value and a source of considera­ 
ble trouble to Mexico, while it is im­ 
possible W reach it from that country 
•without a water journey except by a 
roundabout 
travel 
through 
United 
States territory. It is not argued that 
the territory would be, as a whole, of 
much, if any more, use td this country, 
llian it is to Mexico, but at one point, 
near the border, is the key to the fu­ 
ture protection of the Imperial Valley, 
with its 750,000 acres of tillable land, 
one-third of which is under cultivation. 
The entiro valley, reputed to bo extra­ 
ordinarily productive, can be irrigated 
only from the Colorado river, and that 
stream is both the hope and the throat 
of ruin for the valley. The river, hav­ 
ing forsaken 
its 
proper 
bod, flows 
through a sink known as Volcano Lake, 
which at is so rapidly filling with silt 
that, notwithstanding some protective 
work, there is the increasing menace 
of the .waters breaking from 
control 
and overwhelming the valley, 
To as- 
suro safety two engineering works are 
necessary, one an enlargement of the 
Volcano Lake dam at a cost off a mil­ 
lion dollars, and the other u permanent 
Totaining work at the point where the 
Colorado 
leavos its 
proper channel, 
wl' 
! .i would cost $13,000,000. The gov­ 
ernment would 
doubtless 
undertake 
both of theBO improvements but for 
the fact that both points arc well with­ 
in Mexican 
jurisdiction. 
The 
lands 
requiring protection are all in the Unit­ 
ed States. II is on this condition that 
the purchase is advocated. 


On Thursday, Juno J7th, the State 
Horticultural 
Commissioner, 
with 
a 
number of horticultural scientists from 
the State University, County Horticul­ 
tural Commissioners and others inter­ 
ested, made a trip to the orange and 
olive groves in the San Gabriel Valley, 
Glendale and San Fernando, to ascer­ 
tain the results 
of i noculating the 
trees with a fungus claimed to act in­ 
juriously on black scale insects. 
In 
some citrus districts 
near the coast, 
such a fungus has been noted at times 
for many years but the benefit result­ 
ing from it has never been sufficiently 
extensive and reliable to be of material 
aid in scale control. 


The following is the report authorized 
by this deligation, comprising 
many 
well known scientists and experts in 
this branch of knowledge. 


"We, the undersigned, a committee 
selected to report on the findings of a 
delegation called together by the Hor­ 
ticultural Commissioners of the State 
of California and the County of Los 
Angeles, for the purpose of investigat­ 
ing the effectiveness of treatment with 
cultures of a fungus claimed tocontrol

(Saissetia olea,) do re­ 
port as folows:

Ranger Joy said that what promised to 
be a stubborn fire that might be fought 
for several days, had been controlled

in the unhappy position of a traveler 
in Mexico, 
where the first man he 
meets with a gun in his hand can de- 
claro whatever law he pleases and exe­ 
cute it on the spot. 


To say, for example, that interna­ 
tional law cannot apply to submarines 
becnuso they were developed, in their 
present efficiency, since tho law was 
framed, is as cogent us to urge that a 
belligerent would be entitled to blow 
up a neutral's powder factory if it 
could do so with the new agency of 
an aeroplane. 
If a nation is absolved 
from international law because it is 
"fighting fjr its life," then any at­ 
tempt to set up international law is 
only a silly futility; for every nation 
that fights ut nil is always "fighting 
for its life." 


Neutral nations can no moro afford 
to hand the world over to belligerents 
to set up whatever rules their var­ 
ious exigencies may dictate than peace­ 
ful members of a community can afford 
to give a free hand to the truculent 
ones. 
Neutral nations are entitled to 
say to belligerents: 
"Shoot one an-

Under the 
title 
of 
"Scraps of 
Paper," the Saturday Evening 
Post 
this week discusses very acutely the 
condition 
financially 
throughout the 
entire world. 
The editorial Bays: 


"Tearing up a scrap of paper last 
summer threw a large part of the civil­ 
ized world into the hands of a receiver. 
As the case then stood, it was bank­ 
rupt. In no big commercial country— 
except the United States—were foreign 
debts collectable; and even in the Uni­ 
ted States the machinery for paying 
such debts was thrown out of gear. 
This meant that, for the time.being, 
a vast quantity of scraps of paper was 
in the same case 
with 
the Belgian 
Treaty. In London alone, paper scraps 
—consisting of bills of exchange—that 
had been worth two and a half billion 
dolars the week before wiire temporar­ 
ily turned into so much wall paper. 


.The modern world ^subsists on scraps 
of paper. You can take it in your own 
case: 
For "a bit of paper in the form 
of a check you will labor a month or 
a.year; you wiH part with your land, 
your house, your furniture, or almost 
any other possession. If you take your 
check to the bank all you get for it is 
some other scraps of paper in the form 
of bank notes or a certificate of de­ 
posit. You are Highly content to labor 
and economize for twenty years if at 
the end of that time you can procure 
some pieces of paper with the word 


" B o n d " or "Mortgage" printed on 
them. 


You may go through life! with the 
greatest success and satisfaction, yet 
never touch a 
particle 
of 
tangible 
wealth except the things you consume, 
everything else you call yours being 
evidenced only by a piece of paper. The 
bank to which you trust your precious 
scraps of paper possesses itself hardly 
anything save other pieces of paper. 


In a word, you live by credit. The 
intrinsic value of the bit of paper you 
hand to the grocer is perhaps one mill. 
For it he gives you flour, sugar, or 
what not, because he has faith in the 
promise to pay that is printed or writ- 
ton on it. 
He 
takes it 
on credit. 
Every time you take a check or a bank 
note or a Treasury certificate, you are 
extending credit—relying on a promise 
to pay. Cancel or discredit all these 
multitudinous scraps of paper and the 
business world 
would be stricken as 
lifeless as the moon. 
- All its stores of 
goods would hang as so much immova­ 
ble dead weight—at least until some 
other means of moving them was pain­ 
fully evolved. 


The distinctive 
symbol of civiliza­ 
tion is a scrap of paper. 
Nothing but 
faith in a promise could make civiliza­ 
tion possible. 
Contempt for a scrap of 
paper is simply contempt for civili­ 
zation.

NOT A GOOD SMALX-PRUIT YEAR.

The Pacific Coast Packer, a big weekly newspaper of the fruit 
and vegetable trade, comes to our desk each week, and it is always 
interesting reading. 


The most significant facts that we glean from this paper of late 
are those concerning the low prices being received on all kinds of 
vegetables and small fruits, while oranges are just fair in price. 
Lem­ 
ons remain very poor in the market, and the New York correspondent 
for the Packer says that one reason for the low lemon prices is that 
{he fnlit is not packed well and arrives in bad condition. 


But, in these days when the orange growers are not highly opti­ 
mistic over market conditions, it is well to face the fact that every 
product from the soil seems to be getting the worst of it. New pota­ 
toes seem to be going into the market at astonishingly low prices. 
Onions, cantelonpes, watermelons, 
apricots, 
peaches, 
plums—the 
news-articles all carry the same complaint—low prices and a very 
apathetic demand. 


Without entering into any discussion as to why this condition 
exists, this paper simply wishes to point out that the citrus grower 
is not being singled out in the matter of poor prices. It seems to be 
a poor year for the truck and small-fruit farmer. 


CANADA'S BITTER TASTE OF WAR. 


A sudden, awful glimpse of the terrors of war is afforded by the 
news which. LaPresse, of Montreal, conveys to its readers. 


Of the sixteen hundred men which composed Montreal's crack 
regiment, the Princess Patricia, only 175 remain. 
They have been 
distributed among other regiments, and the Princess Patricia regi­ 
ment is no more. 


It is not to be supposed that such frightful mortality is the rule. 
According to the report of LaPresse the mortality of the Princess 
Patricia regiment is almost ninety per cent. 
The Canadians encoun­ 
tered and bore nobly the brunt of some of the hardest fighting of 
the war, but not even the other Canadian regiments have been sub­ 
jected to such devastation as this. 


Still, the fate of the Princess Patricia regiment shows very terri­ 
bly what is going on in Europe.
